2. REPORT: 


During the year 1856, the period covered by this report, the 


Board have held the usual stated meetings, and such special meet- 
ings as the interests of the Institution seemed to require, and have 
endeavored to discharge their obligations to the cause of educa- 
tion, under the full conviction of the magnitude of the trust con- 
fided to their hands. 

For detailed information relative to the buildings and grounds, 


reference is made to the report, hereunto appended, of the stand- 


ing committee in charge of that subject. Although the revenue 
of the University has been insufficient to justify any considerable 
outlay for mere ornamental purposes, enough has been done to 
protect and keep in repair the property belonging to the trust, and 
to make such incipient improvements as require time and care to 
perfect. ў 

In the further structures to be erected on the grounds, more ma- 
ture reflection will doubtless suggest alterations in the plan origin- 
ally adopted; but all changes will look to greater economy and 
greater convenience of arrangement. 

The finances of the University have not yet enabled the Board 
to make suitable appropriations for the increase of the Library.

` Donations, froin public and private sources, continue to be made; 


and the number of volumes may be set down at about fifteen 
hundred. Several hundred volumes more have been collected by 
the students ofthe University, forthe uso of their two, literary so- 
cieties. For the year 1857, the Board have appropriatdd $1,250.00 
for the purchase of books, which sum they hope to be able to en- 
large in their future annual appropriations; with the conviction 
that no object is more important to the Institution, than a large and 
well selected library. E 

Small additions have been made to the Chemical and Philosoph- 
ical apparatus, during the past year, of articles strictly necessary to 
the service of the departments: the most valuable of which is a 
Transitlinstrument, for use in surveying and engineering. Тһе” 
Board have voted $750.00 to the Chemical department, for the 
purchase of apparatus and the fitting up of a working labora- 
tory ; and $500,00 to the Philosophical department, for fhe com- 
pletion of its lecture-room, and the increase of As apparatus. It is 
the intention of the Board that nothing shall be wanting to the ' 
efficiency of these departinents. | 

The cabinet of specimens, in Mineralogy and othor branches of 
Natural History, has been greatly enlarged by the purchase of the 
very valuable collections of Professor Carr, made at Albany, dur- 
ing and since tho prosecution of the Geological survey of the State 
of New York. Тһе cabinet ofthe University is now unsurpassed 
by any in the West for scientific purposes. Containing full suits 
of New York fossils, it will afford tho means for the solution of 
questions which may arise in the proscention of the Geological sur- 
vey of our own State, without the necessity of going abroad for the 
purposes of comparison and classification. The deposites, from time 
to timo, of specimens illustrative of the Geology of Wisconsin, 
which the law directs to be made in the University collections, dur- 
ing the progress of the survey, will afford ample means for ox- 
change, and contribute greatly to the value of the cabinet. 

The time seems to have arrived, in the progress of the Institu- 
tion, for the more complete development of the departmental 
plan of instruction; the proper University system, The design 
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gives to each of the departments the distinctness of separate and 
well appointed schools. It gives to the student the opportunity of 
pursuing those branches of instruction which bear on his distinet 
purposes in life, and in éonnexion with these, at his option) such 
other branches, promotive of general culture, as may fill up his 
time, and make his.residence in the University most profitable to 
himself. This option will, of course, be made, under the direction 
of parents and guardians, and the professional advice of the Fac- - 
ulty of tho University. 1 

he regular undergraduate course of study is eluded within ` 
the scope of University instruction ; and provision is made for the: 
continued pursuit of science and letters after graduation. 1 ў

It is proper to state, in connection with the above programme, 
that the Chancellor has rendered, and will continue to render, dai- 
ly instruction in the Classical department. 

At the annual meeting of the Board holden this day, Jan, 29, 
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1357, it was resolved to croate an additional department of Uni- 
versity instruction, to wit: 


9, Of Theoretical and Practical Engineering. А 


This department, including, іп а full course of class-room and 
field instruction, all that is requisite for the education of an accom- 
plished engineer, will be put in actual operation, as soon as the 
necessary preliminary correspondence shall enable the Board to 
nct intelligently and confidontly, in the election of a Professor to 
fill: that chair of instruction. The rule which wil govern the 
Board, in this and: other appointments, will be to procure the best 
available talent and professional skill for each position. It is be- 
lieved, that the opening of a school of engineering in the Uni- 
versity, provided with every needful article of apparatus, which 
may give effect to the instructions of an able professor, will be 
appreciated by the young men of Wisconsin, and add to the num- 
bers of those who seek instruction at the State University, Due 
notice will be given of the time when the class in engineering will 
be formed; probably as early as the first of May. 


The Professor of Mathematics now gives theoretic instruction in 
Astronomy, and іп" Physics. By assigning, as the Board purpose 
at an early day to do, these subjects to а separate chair, the 
department of Mathematics and Mechanical Philosophy, will be 
relieved of a charge, which does not properly belong to it, and 
will, therefore, be rendered more efficient in its proper sphere. 

In addition to the usual class instructions, the Protessor of Phys- 
ies and Astronomy will be charged with those practical duties 


which will connect the University with other points of observa-. 


tion in Astronomy and Meteorology, and make it tributary to the 
settlement of scientific questions of great practical value, which 
require, for their solution, a wide range of observation, taken in 
numerous and distant localities on the earth’s surface. To per- 
form this work creditably to Wisconsin, will require a well con- 
structed and well appointed observatory, and a skilful observer. 
To provide, then, the proper structure, to furnish it with full suits 
of apparatus, and to secure the services of an accomplished Profes- 
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вог, аге the necessary conditions precedent to the organization of 
this department. Meanwhile, instruction in Physics : and Astron- 
omy will be rendered by the Professors of Mathematics and бізі 
Engineering. ` 

The Teachers’ class, in attendance on 1 the instructions of the 
Normal department, will be formed the last week in April, and 
continue through the summer term till commencement, which 
will occur on the fourth Wednesday of July. A beginning was 
made, іп this department, in the'summer of 1856, anda class of 
eighteen were in attendance. The members of the teachers’ class, 
in addition to professional instruction in the art of teaching, will 


enjoy the advantage of carrying forward such other branches of 


study, as they may select from the University course for that term. 

It appears to the Board to be desirable, that agricultural science 
should, as far as practicable, be taught in the district schools of 
the State. In order to make the University tributary to this val- 
uable result, the Board have arranged that the instructions of the 
Professor of Agricultural Chemistry shall also be rendered during 
the summer term. The members of the teachers’ class will thus 
have an opportunity to add to their professional qualifications as 
teachers, a knowledge of the applications of science to agriculture 
and the arts, and to carr y the instructions of this dapartinent of 
the University into the public schools, and, through them, to each 
household in the community. 

Tn anticipation of the revival and continuance of the Geologi- 
cal survey of the State, the Board beg leave respectfully to repre- 
sent to the legislature the importance and propriety of directing, 
by law, that the chemical analysis of minerals and soils, involved 
in the successful prosecution of the survey, shall be done at the 
State University. The connection of Professor Carr with the Geolo- 
gical survey, and with the Agricultural Society of the State of New 
York, has rendered him familiar with the analytical processes of 
his art; and it is the intention of the Board to provide a working 
laboratory, and to furnish it with all the apparatus which the Pio 
tessor may require for the purposes of analysis, and for the instruc- 
tion of students in practical chemistry. 
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Board, in connection with the families of the Faculty, has been 
furnished to the student in the hall at about $1.90 per week ; wash- 
ing in the laundry, at 44 ets. per,dozen. Tho charge for private 
study, with lodging rooms and closet attached, is $2. 00 per terra of 
thirteen weeks, and $3.00 per term, is charged in the winter for 
wood., The tuition feo is fixed at $4.00 per term, or $12.00 per. 
year. The whole charge, therefore, to the student resident in the. 
University, for tuition, . rooms, heat, board, and washing, 1 will fall 
short of $115.00 per year. Тһе arrangements, by which, these re- 
gults have been reached, have been originated with much caro, 
and administered „with economy, obviating obj ections, which have 
been enter tained, to Madison аз an expensive and unsafo locality 
for an educational Institution. The residence of the Faculty іп (he 
buildings, and the admission of students to their family tables in 
the hall, contribute essenfially: to the good order, the good manners, 
and the habits of study, which prevail in tho Institution. 

The whole number of students, as their names appear on the 
books, for the year beginning the 2d day of January, and termina. 
ting the 17 th of December, 1856, is one hundred and sixty-nine—., 
ап inerease of more than fifty on the numbers for 1855. Of these 
one hundred and thirty-three.are residents of Wisconsin, and thir-, 
ty-six of other portions of the Union, and of Canada West. А steady 
enlargement of patronage will be the necessary result of the in- 
creasing means of instruction, which the University offers to the 
student, and ће perfect division of instructional labor into depart- 
ments. It willbe the care of the Board to fill the departments 
with able men, who will command the continued confidence of 
the public. 

To provide suitable accommodations for the extended means of 
instruction set forth above, and for the increasing demand for 
board and rooms, it has become a matter of strict necessity to pro- 
ceed to the erection of the main edifice of tho University. This 
building, crowning the central eminence on the University grounds, 
is designed for public rooms, for recitation, lecture, library, cabinet, 
apparatus. It will contain, also, the astronomical observatory, 
the working laboratory, apartments suitable to the residenee of 
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two families of the faculty,tthe principal dining hallifor the use сЁ. 


Students, and a chapèl. AN the departments in Science, Litera- 
ture and Arts, and in the professionalischools of Medicine and Law 
will. find ample accommodations in the proposed edifice. Tts com- 


pletion and occupation will constitute the true beginning of the : 
University era—the point towards^vhich our past action has been - 


strictly and properly preparatory. 
To enable the Board to proceed to the erection of this building, 


it will be necessary for them to effect a loan of $35,000 to be re- ' 


paid out of the surplus revenue of the Institution, after meeting 
current expenses each year. The constitution of the State makes 
the procecds of University land sales a perpetual fund, the income 
of which it devotes to the support of the State University. It is 
only by anticipating the income, in the shape of a-loan, that the 
proposed bulding ean be erected to meet the present wants of the 
Institution. The Board would, therefore, respectfully ask of the 


legislature tho. passage of an aet enpowering and directing the : 


Commissioners of School and University lands to loan, from the 
principal of the University fund, $35,000 to be applied by the 
Board to the erection of the main edifice—the act itself establish- 
ing a sinking fund for the gradual extinction of the debt. 

Tho vacancies in the Modical Faculty have been filled be the 


Board during the past year, and ап appropiation of $450 made . 


for the пзе of the department; which sum was devoted to the pur- 


chase of a cabinet of Materia Medica, as one ofthe aids of: pro- . 


fessional instruction. А Medical term, for courses of professional 
lectures, will be opened during the winter of 1857-8, or in the 
spring thereafter, the Board of Regents providing the necessary 
rooms and paying current expenses. On completion of the new 


building, provision will be made for the more amplo accommoda- ` 


tion of this department of the University. 
The Board have at their meeting this day, passed an ordinance 


? 
for the organization of a Law Faculty, with provisions similar to ` 


those embodied in the ordinance establishing the department of 
Medicine. It is conceded that there is no better point in the 


A 


north-west for the organization of a Law School, than ‘this eap- · 
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ital, in connection with the State Universitv. An annual course 
o! elementry instruction in Law, running through three or four 
months, will, probably, be wel] attended from the beginning. 
From the above statement it will be perceived, that the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin consists, at present, of eleven departments 
or schools. Of these, eight are in actual operation; the remain- 
ing three will be opened during the year 1857, and the additional 
department of Physics and Astronomy, on completion of the main 
building. The full development of the Institution will, of course, 
be the work of time ; and the extent, to which it may be carried, 


* will dopend on the amount of means at the disposal of the Board 


and the wisdom of administration. 

The teaching corps of each of the two older seats of learning, 
in this country, number from forty to sixty names, and a 
still greater instructional array is connected with most of the State 
Universities of Europe. They are rich, too, in their accumulation 
of books, apparatus and specimens in every department of the 
sciences of observation—those material aids of instruction 
which minister to the effectiveness, no less than to the respectabil- 
ity, of an educational institution. These results have been no 
where reached without generous endowments. An income of at 
least $60,000 per annum is required, tosupport Harvard Universi- 
ty, and the world renowned Institutions of Germany derive a pro- | 
portionably larger annual amount from permanent endowents, from 
fees, and from direct appropriations from the public treasury. 

If Wisconsin, then, is to have within its borders, an educational 
Institution, which is to become a distinguished gathering point to 
the scholars of the country, it must secure to its University an am- 
ple, cordial, and a generous support. We are, therefore, led to 
the consideration of the administration of the finances of the Insti- 
tution and their present condition. 

In 1850, the whole property of the University, present and 
prospective, consisting in the appraised value of the congressional 
dand grant, was about $130,000. The Board were successful in 
securing such legislation, as to raise the value of these lands to 
$181,876 10, at which sum they were sold, and the same is now 
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drawing interest at 7 per cent. perannum. The Board, after three 
or four yearsof negotiation and effort, obtained an additional 
grant from Congress, for the benefit of the University, and for по. 
other purpose whatever, the avails of which, when sold, aro likely 
to reach about the samesum. The productive fund of the Univer- 
sity will, thus amount in round numbers, to $350,000. “Тһе site, 
secured at an early day by the Board, consisting of forty-three 
acres, with the buildings, library, cabinent, apparatus, &c., may 
now be safely estimated at $100,000; on which there is a debt of 
$45,000, the annual interest of which, and ultimately the principal 
must be paid trom the income of the productive fund. 

It is quite obvious from this statement, that the prosent endow- 
ment of the University, even if kept entire and in a permanently 
productive form, will be insufficient to create for Wisconsin a Uni- 
versity of thesame grade with our own Harvard, and other lead- 
ing educational institutions of this country, to say nothing of the 
seats of learning in Europe. Our endowment is a handsome be 
ginning, but itis nothing more. Its preservation and gradual in- 
crease is the manifest duty of the Board. State bounty and pri- 
vate munificence must do the rest; wo can look to Congress for 
nothing more. 

By reference to the report of the Treasurer of the Board, it will 
be seen that the revenue of the Un versity for the year 1856, from 
all sources, amounted to $14,515.91, and the disbursements {о 
$13,460.45. The disbursements have been made on warrants is- 
sued by the Secretary, whose report is hereunto appended, as is 
also the report of the Auditing committee. ~ |

GENTLEMEN: 


The recurrence of your annual meeting presents ‘another ocea- 
sion for congratulation on the continued growth and prosperity of 
the: University. 

Тізе number of arden coined with the institution for the 
year 1856, amounts to one hundred and sixty-niné, representing 
eleven States, the Territory of Minnesota, and Canada West. Of 
these, forty-seven have been members of classes on tlie College- 
course, sixty-seyen.bave been members of the Normal and Scien- 
tifie classes, and the residue have been in г course of preparation. 
for advanced branches of study. 

The Normal and Agricultural classes proseeuted the studies of 
these departments during the summer term. This atrangement: 
will be continued, in order that the teachers of the publie schools. 
may have an opportunity to become versed in agricultural seience,. 
and carry the instructions of the laboratory into the districts, to 
the mutual benefit of both the school.and the University. 

Board has veen furnished to the students in the, hall, at the 
tables of the families of the Faculty, at less than $2 per week, and 
washing in the laundry at 44 cents рег dozen. The system works 
admirably, and will be continued. 
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As the furnishing of rooms, in the University, is at the cost of 
the occupants, a member of the Faculty, under direction of the 
executive committee, will keep a stock of furniture on hand, at 
reduced prices, for the benefit of new students, and will purchase 
at cash vaiue the furniture of those desiring to sell, on retiring 
from the institution—a system of convenience and economy. 

Small additions of necessary articles of apparatus in the depart- 
ments of Chemistry and Natural Philosophy, have been made 
under authority of the executive committee. The revenue of the 
University will enable the Board, hereafter, to pursue a liberal 
policy towards these important branches oí instruction. I would 
ask the attention of the Board to the statements of the Professors 
touching the condition and wants of their departments, in this 
behalf. 

The cabinet has been enriched by the addition of the scentific 
collections of Professor Carr, purchased for $1,400, under a reso 
lution of the Board. The whole will be deposited and arranged 
within a few days, in the new room, now in process of being fitted 
up, and will constitute а highly interesting and valuable collection 
of great instructional utility. 

The library has, during the year, received occasional contribu- 


- tions from our attentive delegation in Congress, and from private 


sources. It numbers at this time fourteen or fifteen hundred vol- 
umes. Having been collected without appropriations from the 
treasury, the books of which it is made up are of a miscellaneous 
character, not specially adapted to educational uses. There is no 
want now, more distinctly felt, than an addition to the library, ot 
books of reference in the several branches of instruction; and [ 
would recommend to the Board, that as large an appropriation be 
made to the library, at this time, as is compatible with other Uni- 
versity interests, with a view to put it in good working order for 
the uses of the several departments. I need not add, that the res- 
pectability of an institution of education depends much on the ex- 
tent and the quality of its library, as the repository of the record-' 
od thought of the past and the present. 

The prosecution of the Geological survey of the State, and the 
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scientific attention due to the processes of agriculture, demand · 
that the University be in a condition to render any desirable 
scientific aid to these important interests. For the analysis of 
minerals and soils, it has, heretofore, been necessary to go far be- 
yond the limits of the State. An appropriation of a few hundred 
dollars, to be expended under the direction of the Professor of 
Chemistry and Natural History, in fitting up a working laboratory 
for chemical analysis and for the practical instruction of pupils 
in the applications of science to agriculture and the arts, will en- 
able the University to do its own proper work, and to subserve 
greatly the interest and the credit of the State. 

As the basis of the action of the Board in the matter ОЁ appro- 
priations of money, ў would submit a general view of the finan- 
cial condition of the University, present, and prospective. 

The receipts into the treasury of the Board for the year 1856, 
have. been :

The disbursements have amounted to $10, 660. 76, leaving a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $1,054.76, on the first day of January, 
1857, of this sum $7,850,00 have been paid for [instruetion. Тһе 
other items of expenditure have been, for salaries of Secretary, 
Treasurer, Librarian and Janitor ; for interest on loans, for wood, 
for repairs and improvements, for postage and freight and other 
items of prime necessity. The floating debt, arising from excess 
of the cost of the second dormitory building over the loan made 
for the purpose of its erection, has been mainly paid off out of the 
income. The necessities of the University, thusjfar, in providing 
grounds and buildings,out of its limited revenue,fhave stood in the 
way of the full developement of the University system. The 
Faculty has not been full, and comparatively?little has been done 
for the increase of the library and the supplyJof such apparatus 
and aids of instruction as are necessary to! the efficiency of the 
Chemical and Philosophical departments. The recent sales of 
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‘University lands will result in a substantial inerease of the per- 


mauént annual income ot the endowment. The probable avais 
able means of the University for the year 1857, may be stated as

The balance of income over the above items of expenditure is 
$6,622.41, which sum will be subject to appropriation by the 
Board for the benefit of the University during the present year. 

Should the endowment, when all realized, reach $350,000, it will 
at 7 per cent., yield an annual income of $24,500.00. The inter- 
est on the present indebtedness is $3,200.00, leaving the balance 
of income $21,300.00 after the land shall all have been sold and 
proceeds invested at 7 percent. But this sum will not be wholly 
available for the current support of the University. The principal 
of the debts heretofore contracted by the Institution must be paid 
off out of the income. The debt to J. D. Ledyard, $5000.00, be- 
comes due this year; the loan from the principal of the School 
fund, $25,000.00, will begin to be due in 1860; and the loan from 
the principal of the University fund, $15,000.00, will begin to be 
dug in 1864. 

The acts of legislature authorizing the last two loans, provide 
that after the lapse of ten years, respectively, one-tenth of the 
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principal of each'loan shall be reserved, annually, from the income 
of the University, till the whole be paid. Ifthese conditions shall 
be complied with to the letter, as in my judgment they should be, 
they wil of course work a serious reduction of the avadable in- 
come ofthe University while the indebtedness is in the process of 
liquidation. i 

It will not be without its uses, in shaping the financial policy of 
the University, to state in detail the probable available revenue of 
the fund for a series of years, on the conditions just laid down. 

Tf the loan to J. D. Ledyardis paid off by instalments within 
three years, the available income of the fund will not vary greatly 
from $16,000 per annum for the years 57, 98 and 759. 

On the supposition that the capital productive fund shall have 
then reached its maximum, say $350,000, and that the provisions

Under this presentation of the resources of the University, itc 
is manifest that the Board may safely proceed to some enlarge- 
ment of the instructional force of the institution. The depart-

I would recommend to the consideration of the Board, the policy 
of creating the two additional departments: 

9. Of Civil Engineering. 

10. Of Physics and Astronomy. 

Our civilization has a continued and growing use for accom- 
plished engineers, and has already advanced this branch of social 
service, to dignity of a distinct profession. Facilities ought to be 
furnished to the youth of Wisconsin, to perfect themselves in this 
art, without the necessity of going abroad for the benefit of in- 
struction. The University is now able to meet this want, and the 
opening of the school should not, іп my judgment, be delayed 
beyond the present year. | 

The chair of Physics and Astronomy, when constituted and 
filled, will relieve the Professors of Mathematics and of Chemistry 
and Natural History, of portions of the University course which 
do not properly belong to their departments, and will tend to carry 
out the design of the Institution, in effecting a thorough and skil- 
ful division of instructional labor. The practical duties of such a 
department, in making and recording observations in Astronomy, 
Meteorology, and other branches of physical enquiry, will connect 
the University with other scientific institution, in the solution of 
questions of great philosophic and practical interest, requiring the 
cooperation of experienced observers and well furnished obser- 
vatories at different and distant points on the earths surface. As 
this department would require the observatory and the apparatus, 
in order to its efficient service, the choice of the Professor may be 
delayed until these conditions be realized. 

Commercial colleges have recently sprung up,in many of our larg- 
er towns, for the preparation of young men for trade in its several 
branches, and are now to be regarded as a component element in 
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the educational system of the country and the time. The instruc- 
tions of these schools, as their proper design becomes more fully 
developed, will extend beyond the mere keeping of accounts and 
the other technicalities of business life, and embrace political econ- 
omy, the laws of trade and finance, the science of government and 
its action upon commerce, international law, aud ethics. : The idea 
that the American merchant should be a man of liboral culture 
will be best realized, бу bringing the commercial school, within 
the University system ; so as to secure to the student the opportu- 
nity, while pursuing his technical preparation for the mercantile 
profession, to attend courses of instruction in the other departments 
of the University. The subject appears to me to be worthy of th 
attention of the Board. An extension of our University system in 
that direction may be facilitated by arranging the school already 
in operation in Madison, as a department of the University on con- 
ditions satisfactory to the parties, 

The Medical department of the University was organized, with 
a provision in the ordinance creating the same, that no money 
should be drawn from the treasury for the support ot the depart- 
ment until the existing debt should be paid off, and the institution 
should be in the enjoyment of a clear income of $12,000 per an- 
num. The debt is not yet paid off ; but inasmuch as the perman, 
ent available income of the University willhereafter, as has been 
shown, exceed that sum, we may properly consider the contingen- 
cy on which aid may be extended to this department, as having 
virtually happened. The amount and the, form of that aid are 
questions for the Doard to decide. To provide lecture rooms, 
museum of medical specimens, library of professional works, and 
to assume the current expenses of the department, willbe from 
this time within the means of the University. 

I would present to the consideration of the Board at this meet- 
ing, the policy of providing, by ordinance, for the organization of 
the Law department. Тһе study oflaw is, by the terms of the 

‘charter, within the scope of the University course; and it is con- 
ceded that no point in the North-West presents better inducements 
for the location of this professional school than this capitol. A 
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respectable class could be formed bere at once, on the opening of 
the department ; and it is believed that the requisite professorships 
may be filled with able men, who will hold an annual term of in- 
struction in the theory and practice of law, the University assum- 
ing current expenses and providing a professional library for the 
use of students. 

The developement of the University system, which I have indi- 
eated in the above line of remark, will, if adopted by the Board, 
make the erection of the main edifice of the University needful 
for the accommodation of the departments, and the growth of the 
institution. Rooms for lecture and recitation, for which there is 
now no adequate provision, will be gathered in the proposed edi- 
fice. The library, apparatus and collections in the several branch- 
es of Natural science, will find their destination there. A work- 
ing laboratory, with the means ot chemical analysis, and for the 
instruction of the pupil in practical chemistry; an astronomical 
observatory and a chapel, are comprised within the design of the 
main edifice. The increase of patronage consequent on the in- 
creased instructional force of the institution, will call for all the 
room in the present buildings for study, lodging and board. As- 
suming therefore, the necessity of the’main edifice for the uses of 
the Institution, and satisfied that the surplus income, over current 
expenditures, will be sufficient, within a limited time, to liquidate - 
the debt to be incurred inits erection, І would express the hope 
that immediate measures be taken for commencing the work in the 
Spring. so that its completion may be looked for on or before the 
ist day of September 1858. 


The capital fund of the University of Iowa, as I am informed, is 
invested at 10 per cent. per annum. Granting that there is good 
policy in charging the settler on our University lands but seven 
per сөзі. on arrears of purchase money, it would seem to be but 
justice to the trust, when purchase money is once paid in to the 
State treasury, to allow it to be loaned for what it is really worth, 
on good security. Тһе. ехсезв of income over seven per cent. 
might be used to sink our present indebtedness, and to constitute 
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a building fund for the future, without trenching on the present 
income of the Institution. 

The endowment of the University of Wisconsin is not large at 
best. It is by no means cqual to that of the older institutions of 
this country, much less, of the seats of learning in Europe. But 
if thriftily administered, as it has been from its humbler begin- 
nings, and if enlarged, as we may expect it will be hereafter, from 
public and private bounty, it will be sufficient to build up an in- 
stitution, which shall place Wisconsin in the first rank in the 
educational movement of the day, the harbinger of that higher 
civilization, in. which the enduring distinction of states shall con- 


sist in their intellectual wealth. It constitutes the weight of our 


responsibility that it isin our power, by shaping the beginnings 
of ‘things, to control results of admitted interest and value to our 
fellow citizens, to posterity and to man. `

The Building Committee make this their annual 
REPORT: 
In discharge of their duty for the year 1856, the committee have 
had little to do beyond the ordinary supervision of the property 
of the University. 


The grounds, consisting of about forty-five acres, are well in 


. closed, some changes have been made in the points of entrance 


with a view to their preservation and future improvement, 

Owing to the necessity of devoting a considerable portion of the 
income of the year to Ше payment of liabilities incurred in the 
erection of the south building, some matters which would other 
wise have engaged the committee, have been deferred till the 
summer of 1857. 

The increase in the departments of instruction and the purchase 
of the large scientific collections of Professor Carr, have created 
the necessity of preparing the unfurnished public rooms in the 
south building for immediate occupation. The Philosophical 
lecture room, and the large apartment for the cabinet are in pro 
cess of being fitted up. They will soon be completed and appro- 
priated to their destined uses. The bills for material and work 
will come into the account for 1857, and will probably amount to 


Necessary repairs have been made in the study and lodging 
rooms, promotive of comfort and economy in winter occupation,

iminishing the consumption of wood, which at present prices 
nrms a considerable item of expenditure. 

The extension ot the Institution both in the number of its de- 
artments and in its patronage calls for larger accommodations, 
nd renders the erection of the main edifice a necessity. 

The committee would recommend that the Board take action 
n the subject at the present meeting and that such action of the 
eglslature be asked for as may be needful to the prosecution and

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The committee to whom; at the Tast session of the Board, of Re- 
gents, was referred the consideration of the тоге сот plete arrange- 
ment of the various studies of the University into distinct schools 
or departments, réspectfully report, as follows : 

That in their judgement, it would поё be wise in the present con- 
dition, of education in Wisconsin, wholly to abandon the system of 
classes which has so long prevailed in our American Colleges;, 
nor do they deem this necessary in introducing and establishing 
such a system of schools as shall fully meet the wants of that large. 
class of young men, who from choice or circumstances, do not pro- 
pose to themselves the.full.and regular course of classical studies 
as prescribed in colleges. On the other hand, to confine the Uni- 
versity, to the usual college curriculum, however excellent and 
effective, во far as .relates to its appropria'e end, would be alike 
inconsistent with the present educational want of the State, and 
especially, with these wants as developed by an advancing condi- 
tion ofsociety, and likewise with the plan of the University as 
from the beginning contemplated by the Board of Regents, and 
presented in their. various, reports: to the Legislature. The time 
has now airived when*an enlarged Faculty and increased resour-, 
ees at the command, of the University, will permit a more com- 
plete, division of studies according to departments, and means ot 
instruction more in accordance with the wants and expectations of 
the community, than has been heretofore practicable,

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Your committee are of opinion that in the creation of separate 
departments or schools of instruction, three objects should be 
aimed at; first, to afford in an improved degree, the training and 
discipline of the regular college course as now existing ; second, 
to offer inducements and facilities for a super-graduate course, to, 
those who may wish to prosecute their stadies in any particular: 
department, beyond the ordinary under-graduate course; and 
third, to present opportunity and encouragement to a class ot 
young men who have heretofore considered themselves in a great 
measure excluded from the benefits of University instruction— 
those who may wish to pursue the studies of particular depart- : 
ments only, and who in colleges, when received at all, are deno- 
minated irregulars. The committee believe that in each of these 
cases, appropriate University degrees should be formally awarded, 
as evidence of the progress and attainments of the student, and as 
encouragement to him to complete a definite course of study, 
whether that course may be limited to a particular department or 
whether it may embrace all the departments of instruction in the 
University. 

With these objects in view, the committee propose the follow- 
ing as the departments or schools of instruction of the University, : 
each department to be committed to a Professor as its head : 

І. The department of Ethics and Civil Polity and Political 
Economy. 

П. The department of Intellectual Philosophy, Logic, Rhetoric 
and English Literature. | 

ІШ. The department of Chemistry and Natural History. 

IV. The department of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

V. The department of Ancient Languages. 

VI. The department of Modern Languages. 

УП. The department of Didactics or the theory and art of 
Teaching. 

VIII. The department of Agricultural Chemistry. 

IX. The department of Theoretic and Practical Engineering. 

X. The department of Physics and Astronomy. 

XI. The department of Medicine. 

ХП. The department of Law. 
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Students may attend the instructions of the foregoing depart- 
ments at their option, with the condition, that unless for good 
cause shown, they shall attend upon three exercises each day. 


DEGREES. 


Those who complete the course of study and exercises preserib- 
ed in the several foregoing departments, and pass the required 
examinations, shall be entitled to receive the degree of Bachelor 
of Philosophy in regular course. 

Those who complete the studies and exercises of the departments 
from I to V inclusive, passing the examinations and performing 
the exercises as may be required, shall be admitted to the degree 
ef Bachelor of Arts, in course. 

Those who complete the course required for the degree of Ba- 


chelor of Arts, excepting. the course of Ancient Languages, shall , 


be entitled to graduation as Bachelors of Science. 

Those who pursue, after graduation as Bachelors, studies con- 
nected with the three several courses indicated above, will be en- 
titled, on recommendation of the Faculty, to the Masters degree 
in each at the end of three years. 

Those who complete the course in any one of the Departments 
of the University, shall be ertitled to a Diploma, certifying them 
to be graduates of said department. 

It has long been a subject of complaint that no provision is made 
in our Colleges to encourage by suitable Academic honors those 
who are unwilling to complete the prescribed course of classical 
reading, and that thus, however high their scientific and philoso- 
phic attainments, they are ignored as University students. It is 
hoped that the adoption of the degrees of Bachelor of Science, and 
of Philosophy, to be conferred with the same formalities, and after 
the requirement of public exercises, as in the case of those admit- 
ted to the degree of Bachelor of Arts, may remove this objection; 
while none can complain that confusion is produced as to the 


meaning and import of University degrees.

Mechanical Philosophy, Hy- 
drostatics, Preumatics, Electricity, Magnetism, Acoustics and Op- 
tics, will be illustrated by experimental and theoretical lectures.

Instructions will be rendered in this department mainly by re- 
gular series of lectures, with intermediate, examinations.

The course will occupy one year. The subjectsOwill be, for the 
fall term, commencing the third Wednesday of September, and 
running through thirteen weeks, Geology and Mineralogy ; for the 
winter term,beginning the first Wednesday of January, Chemistry ;

English Grammar, in its rudiments and its philosophy, is within 
the scope of this Department. Preparatory classes in this subject 
will be formed each term ofthe year. 


The course of instruction in Zntellectual Philosophy embraces an 
analysis of the powers of the human mind, active and moralas well 
ав those denominated intellectual, the examination of those powers 
in reference to criticism, to teaching, to the improvement of the 
individual and the progress of society. It includes also, a critical 
review of the systems of philosophy, which have prevailed among 
men, 


Logic is taught as to its principles and application; an outline 
of the laws of evidence and human belief is given; and in connex- 
ion with this part of the subject, the evidences of christignity аге 
examined, қ 
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- Енетовію, во far as relates to the subjects of invention and dispo- 
sition, is taught by lectures, upon the basis of Quintillian and Cice- 
ro ; and as regards siyle and criticism, upon that of modern writers. 

Tn the course of Energa ТатевАтове are included the history of 
the English, language, an examination of its elemente, powers and 
grammar, and the history of English literature in its various depart- 
ments. 

The method of instruction in the department is by text book 
and lecture ; and the student i is required in recitation to, give, or- 
ally or upon the black -board, an analysis of every subject, as well 
as to present carefully prepared written abstracts and dissertations 
upon assigned topics. 

Provision is-made for speaking and writing composition npon 
such plan, that every student of the University is required to en- 
gage in these essential exercises. The students are divided into 
five sections, and.each section is placed under.the charge oi a Pro- 
fessor for the ordinary weekly exercises. -Thus every student has 
the benefit of remark and criticism adapted to his particular, саве.
